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What Becomes of 


Old Stamps? 


ENRY ADES FOW- 
LER gave us a talk 
at the Club recently 
and showed some 
wonderful old_phila- 
y m4} telic literature, much 
of which probably cannot be dupli- 
cated in any library in the country. 
Among the pieces shown were two 
old price lists that were of so much 
interest to me that I borrowed them 
for study. 

One of them was L. W. Durban’s 
foreign price list of December 1872. 
The other was undated and con- 
sisted of a single small sheet, which 
is reproduced below. 

“Read ’em and weep! Just 
study those prices a little. Note 
that statement that the used stamps 
will be sent to you on the original 
envelopes, but you must pay the 
freight. Man, man! Move over and 
let some one weep that CAN weep! 

The 5c green of 1861 for 15¢ un- 
used and 10c used and on the cover. 
Present price is $12 unused and $12 
on cover. 

The 2c green at 50c used and on 
the cover. And I suppose if you 
ordered a single copy on cover he 
would write you he was sorry but 
that they only came in 5s on the 
cover, so you would have to take 5 
or he would cut off a single for 
you. Dear me, dear me! Now a 
strip of 5 on cover lists at $300. 

The 20c only cost a cent and a 
half unused, but if you wanted it 
used you had to pay 2c for it. Still 
you could get 100 used copies for 
$1.75 if you would pay the trans- 
portation charges. It only lists 
now at $50 on the cover. 

Notice that on the first two 
stamps you could buy a single 
used copy for 10c but if you wanted 
10 you had to pay 1le each. Too 
much trouble picking out and pack- 
ing up so many cheap stamps! 
And notice also that the last issued 
5e and 10c were too common to 
sell except by the 100.

they were burned, thrown away, 
given away, used to mend broken 
windows, to light pipes and lamps, 
for gun wadding, and any other old 
thing, but great quantities of them 
were saved. Where are they now? 
Where are all the used copies that 
were so cheap and plentiful? 

It is a mystery. They would 
never sell at the present prices if 
large quantities were in existence. 
There are collections with large 
numbers in them, and dealers have 
many more, but there is no doubt 
that the great majority of these 
stamps are GONE. Fires account 
for some of them, abandoned col-

My 
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NEW RED CROSS STAMP 


The new Red Cross stamp ap- 
peared on schedule and as has been 
the custom with issues of this sort, 
collectors have upset the schedule 
of the first day towns to such an 
extent that it will probably be some 
time before a complete record of 
towns and cities where the stamps 
were cancelled on May 21st is com- 
piled. 

Covers have reached our office 
from the following places:

Collectors having covers from 
any other city, please advise names 
of same and a listing of them will 
be attempted. 

Many very pretty and attractive 
specially printed envelopes have 
been prepared for use with the 
stamp on the first day of issue. 
These pictorial envelopes lend much 
of interest and in many cases give 
historical facts that make them 
well worth preserving. 

The stamp itself is not unat- 
tractive. It is natural to attempt 
to pick flaws and while commenting 
on this new stamp we find but one 
point in which we would suggest 
improvement without altering the 
design. The words UNITED 
STATES, at the top of the stamp 
should have been dropped just low 
enough to have allowed a white 
line between them and the upper 
frame line. The workmanship seems 
excellent, the engraver has done a 
remarkably pretty woman even in 
such small form. The ever present 
acanthus scrolls are still in use. 
From an examination of the large 
number of copies that came to us 
on first day covers it is evident 
and apparent that this stamp will 
doubtless show many pin point va- 
rieties for the collectors who dote 
on such things. Already we have 
found copies with the red cross 
jumping all over the space allowed 
for it, some copies even having the 
cross resting on the shoulder of the 
nurse. The color of the stamp 
varies from grey to black while in 
some copies the paper seems to 
have a pinkish cast, due to lack of 
wiping the red plate thoroughly 
clean. 

While we have seen no statement 
of the size of the original sheets 
when ere it is our belief that

these must be 200 subject plates. 
This belief is due to the fact that 
plate lines show up on the perfora- 
tions of copies at hand, indicating 
in our belief that 200 subject plates 
were used, divided horizontally and 
vertically by lines on the plate. If 
such is the case it is probable that 
the sheets are perforated on all 
sides except right or left, depending 
on which pane one may get.

CHILE—Slightly modifying our 
chronicles of March 21, and April 
11, we have now at hand the latest 
printings of the high value pro- 
visional air mails which are cor- 
rectly described as follows: The 1p 
is on thin, watermarked paper with 
stop after “AEREO”. The 2p and 
5p are on thick, unwatermarked 
paper, the overprint being 4mm 
wider than before, small stops af- 
ter “AEREO”. The 10p is on thin, 
watermarked paper without stop 
after “AEREO”. It should be 
noted that while the 1p is on thin 
paper, it is thicker than the pre- 
vious issue.

VICIOUS A recent number 
ADVERTISING of a Weekly 
Stamp Paper that 
has acquired a reputation of re- 
fusing advertising of a class that 
it considers objectionable and which 
boasts of this claim, has demon- 
strated either its inability to recog- 
nize advertising that is objection- 
able or the possible loss of a few 
dollars for space has induced it to 
accept and print an advertisement 
white not picturing a “Goya Nude” 
or offering 75% discount on ques- 
tionable stamps, has placed it in 
the position of backing up the word 
of a dealer who bluntly and frankly 
tells both collectors and other deal- 
ers as well that what is known to 
be a fact regarding certain stamps, 
is all “bunkum” and “hokus pokus”. 
This same advertisement by its 
vicious argument about certain 
stamps infers also that other deal- 
ers in Air Mail Stamps are merely 
“little picayune dealers.” This in- 
ference is obvious because the ad- 
vertisement speaks of the recent 
South West Africa surcharges on 
the 4d and 1 shilling values, leav- 
ing the impression by the wording 
of the advertisement that any 
thought of varieties of printing and 
the like in these stamps is all 
bunkum, offering the two stamps 
at a price that leaves one to be- 
lieve that there is but one and only 
one variety of each and that any 
suggestion of other prices for 
scarce printings are merely the 
result of an effort on the part of 
the dealer offering them to gyp 
the collector out of extra money. 


Likewise the same tactics are 
used with reference to the Papua 
Surcharges. The wording of the 
advertisement is unfair, the tactics 
unwarthy of a dealer who knows 
his statements are misleading. The 
dealer proclaims in bold type across 
the face of his advertisement 
“Don’t Be Fooled”, yet his whole 
advertisement reeks of just such 
a thing for the collector who will 
read it and believe it for the facts 
are that there are well known and 
recognized varieties and printings 
of the various stamps mentioned 
and no quotation of a flat price per 
set without specific information as 
to which stamps are offered, is a 
fair proposition either to the col- 
lector or to other dealers who are 
conducting their business in a legit- 
imate manner. 

You are cautioned not to be 
fooled, yet the very wording of 
this advertisement and the offers 
therein are a deliberate attempt to 
fool you. A dealer who hopes to 
build his business on the ruins of 
his competitors’ is using tactics 
that will not be approved of in the 
stamp trade. 


A PREDICTION When we wrote 
FULFILLED this column for 
last week’s is- 
sue, on Thursday, May 14, we pre- 
dicted that the number of copies 
necessary for circulation in June 
would be not less than 7000 copies. 
Even before this was printed and 
in the mails we were forced to 
raise the print order for last week’s 
issue and more than 7000 copies of 
the May 23 issue were printed and 
mailed to subscribers.

The news items are lacking this 
week so we ask the indulgence of 
the more advanced readers and give 
a few words to the newcomers to 
the Bureau field. Many of you are 
not familiar with the catalog 
prices of buros. Dr. Mitchell’s 
prices are accepted as NET. If 
you’re fortunate to secure some 
items at a discount it is your gain 
but cannot be expected as a regular 
proceedure. 





Many beginners write for com- 
plete data on buros. We are glad 
to comply as far as we can, but 
would suggest the purchase of a 
buro catalog (a new one is sched- 
uled for June 1931). In this handy 
and indispensable booklet you will 
find a very thorough history of 
buros as well as prices in singles 
and blocks for the ordinaries and 
singles and pairs for the coils. 





Once again an explanation of 
certain symbols and terms as used 
in this column. The late 4c value 
has been replaced by a new one 
and we refer to the Martha Wash- 
ington issue as 4M and the Taft 
issue as 4T. The 1%c value has 
been redesigned and we refer to 
the older issues as 1%SV (side 
view) and the new as 1%FV (full 
view). The view referring to Hard- 
ings portrait. Then the term 
“shift”. This has to do with the 
overprint not with the stamp itself 
as it is used by the U. S. Specialist. 
Check your B11 coils carefully spe- 
cially the East Pittsburgh ones, 
and you will note the two or three 
line overprint is frequently out 
of line and this is referred to as 
a shift in the overprint.

LONGITUDE AND LATITUDE 


The United States Ship Pennsy]- 
vania bound for Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba, has produced something new 
in postmarks. This is doubtless the 
first time on record where a letter 
has been postmarked showing the 
longitude and latitude of the loca- 
tion of the Postmarking Office. 
Doubtless this unique cancellation 
was suggested by the most active 
follower of Ship Postmarks, M. M. 
Grey of Charlotte, N. C. While the 
cover does not bear his name 
suspicion points a finger at him. 

The cancellation is in blue, bear- 
ing the wording “U. S. S. Pennsyl- 
vania—May—13—A. M.—1931” in 
the usual circle while three bars 
across the stamp bear between the 
upper two “28 30 15 N” and be- 
tween the lower two “74 29 35 W”. 
The cover is then backstamped at 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, on May 
15th. 

This cover will probably go down 
in history as the first to bear a 
cancellation of its kind and is 
therefore to be considered as an 
historical cover.

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A TRUE STAMP STORY 





Two weeks ago my boy, his 
chum and I went on a hike looking 
for arrowheads and about ten miles 
from Findlay met a boy that 
seemed interested in our actions 
and after a little talk produced a 
spear head, an unfinished leaf piece 
and a hammer which I purchased. 
He then asked me to call at his 
house a week later as he wanted 
to gather up some pieces that he 
wanted to sell me. 

We made the call at the time 
specified, but the boy had gone 
fishing. He had been looking for 
us though as he had the Indian 
relics out ready for us. The father 
sold them to us. I thought the boy 
might be interested in stamps, 
coins, etc., and thought perhaps a 
trade could be arranged, so I men- 
tioned this to the father. He flew 
up and said, “the boy had been in- 
terested in stamps, in fact too in- 
terested in them, spent all his time 
at them, and could not keep his 
grades up at school, so he burned 
them one day while the boy was 
away.” He also said he had about 
3,000 stamps and a few were worth 
a dollar or so a piece. I tried to 
tell the father how the stamps 
would help the boy but he couldn’t 
see it. The mother seemed to be 
of just a little different opinion 
than the father, but he was boss, 
so what could the boy and mother 
do but submit to the master. | 

I told this story to a Junior 
High School teacher and he said: 
“We gave our pupils a question- 
naire as to what they did in their 
spare time and what their hobbies 
were.” He said: “One boy was in- 
terested in sixteen things outside 
of his school work and one was 
stamps and this boy had high 
grades. Another boy returned his 
questionnaire with this informa- 
tion, ‘I ain’t interested in nothing!’
